EDITORIAL N O T E §& 


OOK selection from the point of view of adult education was among the 
topics covered in an informal discussion of library-adult education prob- 
lems in a recent gathering of librarians and adult educationists. The talk 

ran somewhat in this fashion: 

Mr. A: “The traditional coloring of the library pattern has been largely literary 
—literary and historical. The effect of this strong tradition kept the library for 
many years from really understanding its potential clientele and what that clien- 
tele might be interested in—at least the clientele we think of as being interested 
in adult education.” 

Miss B: “That tradition, or something, has kept us from understanding the 
adult education objective. We have looked for a new method. Adult education 
is not a new method but a new approach to old things, an attitude of mind which 
redirects the effect of many everyday library procedures. We need to emphasize 
the adult education objective.” 

Mr. C: “We need to make those objectives tangible. Perhaps that is one reason 
they have not been grasped.” 

Miss D: “What are some tangible examples of things with an adult education 
objective that are not done now by libraries?” 

Mk. E: “Perhaps this is one. Take the case of the library that has ten copies of 
some book admirably suited for use in popular education. There is or could be 
created a demand for fifty copies or even more. The traditions of library adminis- 
tration would perhaps say that it was bad policy to buy those fifty copies and 
have them little used after a few months or years. In other words, policies of 
economy, of providing a little on every topic, are stronger than the motive to seize 
a strong popular educational interest even though it is short-lived.” 

Mr. F: “We seem to feel that a serious, comprehensive, scholarly book has 
lasting value and is a good purchase. Hence we do not buy ephemeral books. On 
the contrary some ephemeral books may have much more ultimate educational 
velue for the many. They may capitalize heightened popular interest in a cer- 
tain subject which the more thorough book could not. Out of ten different history 
hooks there may be just one that meets the adult education uses of a library and 
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it may be better to buy ten copies of that than one of each of ten different books, 
if adult education is the objective at the time.” 

Miss D: “Wouldn’t there be disagreement on which was the one best book?” 

Mr. F: “Undoubtedly, but a group of librarians would very likely agree on at 
least four or five of the ten books.” 

Mr. G: “Nevertheless, some cognizance must be taken of the great variety of 
minority interests in the community. We recently hunted long for a secondhand 
copy of Commons’s History of Labor in the United States to meet the request of 
one person whose interest was serious enough to warrant such effort.” 

Mr. A: “We should follow England’s example of regional library systems to 
meet such situations as that one. The National Central Library and other regional 
repositories reinforce the local libraries and enable them to meet these unusual 
but legitimate demands. This leaves the local library free to spend heavily on 
topics that are of current importance to the many.” 

Mr. G and Mr. H: “Our libraries set aside a portion of the book budget each 
vear to take care of these unpredictable waves of public interest in certain topics.” 

Miss B: “In order to do an intelligent job in the book selection phase, as in any 
other phase of the adult education work, the library should first survey the com- 
munity needs. They are not the same for all communities. We ought to know 
something of the community’s capacity and need for becoming interested in 
various topics and then buy our books accordingly and set out to stimulate broad 
scale interest in them.” 

Mk. F: “Librarians now are limited in their selection by what publishers have 
decided to print. Librarians should, like publishers, be searching for interests to 
exploit. But, to return to the suggesting of heavy duplication of the few best 
books from the adult education point of view, it would be interesting to consider 
the effect of such a policy on publishers.” 

Mr. J: “The effect would be salutary. It would make better books.” 

Miss D: “Isn’t this regimentation ?” 

Mr. F: “Not necessarily. It would take the gambling out of publishing which 
publishers would welcome, and it would reduce the price.” 

Mrs. K: “Such a policy would have to be modified somewhat for the small 
community library. It must be a reference center for that community to some 
extent. However, smaller libraries in close proximity to one another could exchange 
monthly purchase lists to obviate unnecessary overlapping.” 

Mr. E: “We ought not to lose sight of the fact that we have not begun to think 
of fully exploiting the total possible interest in certain popular books. We do 
nothing to create large demands because, on account of drastically limited budgets, 
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we cannot meet them. The scope of the library's adult education influence is 
therefore not very large. We need more money.” 

Miss D: “Should not public demand precede the increase in supply of such 
books?” 

Mr. F: “On the contrary it seems that accessibility of an ample supply of books 
is one of the chief factors in creating the demand; at least inaccessibility very 
quickly kills off a potential demand. Having to reserve and wait weeks for a 
popular book dulls interest in it; seeing copies always available when one is ready 
to read is encouraging. We do not need to advertise to any great extent but 
merely to put the books where people can see them. I doubt that readers have 
a lot of ready-formed, untapped interests in their minds, that is, interests in 
specific subjects. Most strong popular interests are the result of casual or deliber- 
ate influence somewhere which created great public curiosity along some line for 
a period. In other words, the handy book has the advantage in creating interest 
in its subject.”"—J. C.

Tomaikt Dora Barker’s unique opportunity for knowledge of the southern 
library field as American Library Association regional field agent has resulted in 
a clear and comprehensive picture of the library and its relationship to general 
social and economic conditions, given in her Libraries of the South: a Report on 
Developments, 1930-1935, listed on page 279 of this issue. 

That the South has lagged far behind in library development; that two-thirds 
of the population is still without public library service; that research collections in 


colleges and universities are inadequate; that library legislation is obsolete in many 
states: these are among the negatives listed. On the positive side of achievement are 


recognition of the conditions by southern librarians as evidenced in their organized 
plans for betterment of library service; the Rosenwald demonstrations of county 
library service; plans for regional libraries not dependent on county lines for limits; 
appointment of school library supervisors in many states; improved library facilities 
for Negroes; and cooperative agreements between colleges and universities for 
exchange of research materials. It makes a dramatic story of struggle against com- 
plicated social and economic conditions. 

Miss Barker’s summing-up of the needs includes recommendations as to pro- 
fessional training of librarians, strengthening of state agencies for library extension, 
and the necessity of state aid for furnishing adequate library facilities for the South. 
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WO library leaflets made their first appearance at the A.L.A. Conference. 

The Equal Chance; Books Help to Make It is a popular statement of the 

value of libraries, the people with and without library service, and plans for 
complete coverage, with striking drawings, maps, and graphs in color. A limited 
edition of this thirty-two-page leaflet was printed for the Library Extension Board 
and the National Library Planning Committee for use with citizen groups. It can 
be reprinted from plates inexpensively, if enough advance orders are placed before 
July 15. Ask for quantity rates. 

What Libraries Mean to the Nation, by Eleanor Roosevelt, an address given at 
the District of Columbia Library Association dinner, April 1, recognizes the library 
as an agency for informal education and the need of equalizing library opportunity. 
It is published for the District Library Association by the A.L.A. for free dis- 
tribution to citizens and citizen groups. The A.L.A. will, however, permit libraries 
and state library agencies to purchase this leaflet at cost if they want for free dis- 
tribution larger quantities than it can afford to give away. (25 copies, 75¢.; 50, $1.25; 
TOO, $2.35; 500, S10)
